He also proved that the 
laws on polygamy given in the days 
of Moses, like those on honesty, up- 
rightness, etc., were not abrogated 
by the Savior, but were just as bind- 
ing after as before his coming. He 
spoke also on the penalty that attached 
to those who rejected or refused to 
obey the law of polygamy, which was 
a universal reproach by all Israel. 
When God commenced to usher in

PHE OANT OF DOING GOOD. 


Wo have institutions in 
‘which are devoted to the amelioration 
of every conceivable ill that flesh is 
heir to; societies for promoting no end 
‘of pet schemes of moral and social 
reform; institutions for the relief (or 
rather for the manufacture) of pauper- 
‘ism’; in short the whole gamut of hu- 
man ingenuity has been exhausted by 
venthusiastic projectors and disinter- 
‘ested paid se¢retaries. How far these 
societies have promoted pauperism and 
‘undermined the self-reliance of the 
‘poor it would be impossible to ascer- 
tain, but it is very certain that they 
dave done much to increase the mis- 
ery which they were intended to 
relieve. Tho east of London has been 
0 utterly pauperised that even the 
men who have most recklessly set the 
machinery of philanthropy in motion 
are beginning to see that doing good 
in an indescribable fashion is not 
‘without ‘its attendant evils. If we 
have not yet done with the thought- 
less charity we have, we trust, seen 
the worst of it, and a healthy tone is 
visible in the charitable world. The 
_ public are beginning to discover that 
they cannot give without degrading 
the recipient, and perhaps the estab- 
lishment of amateur mendicity socie- 
ties will in the long run do much to 
check the flow of the rich man’s loose 
- cash into the pockets of the idle and 
* vagabond portion of society.

siasts are exhibiting; and lastly, in 
spite of the convincing proof which 
English legislation in the past has 
afforded, that a people cannot be made 
moral by Act of Parliament, we have 
two societies striving to put down 
drunkenness, one by the aid of a 
Permissive Bill, and the other by the 
sole expedient of sweeping away the 
liquor traffic altogether. We cannot 
but think that the people who organise 
these societies, in common with hosts 
of honest folks who go about doing 
good, are either too bigoted or too 
narrow-minded to see an inch beneath 
the phenomena which they are 30 
anxious to ameliorate or remove. An 
enthusiast is usually open to the 2 
of narrow minded ness. He never loo 

at the deep-seated causes which may 
have produced the social and moral 
ills against which he declaims, but 
seeks, like the quack doctor, to re- 
move them by the application of a 
merely local or superficial rem 
Drunkenness, for example, is an e 
all men admit this, ‘‘then get rid of 
drankenness,” cries the moral refor- 
mer; this of course is isely what 
all right-thinking people desire, but 
how are we to doit? The answer we 
obtain has at least the merit of brevity 
and simplicity—we have merely to 
remove the temptations which beset 
the drunkard. No attempt is made 
to discover the cause of drunkenness, 
there is no inquiry. into the origin of 
the intemperate habits of the people, 
but it is at once quickly assumed that 
a chronic ulcer is to be removed by the 
social sticking plaster of an Act of Parlia- 
ment. We might expect reasonable 
and thoughtful men to rely mainly 
upon the quiet operation of influ- 


ences already at work for the social 


* 
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reformation of the people; to the 
spread of education ; to the gradually 
_ improving standard of domestic com- 
fort ; and to the claims of intellectual 
culture generally. But these are just 
the influences which the enthusiastic 
reformer studiously ignores. The mid - 
dle and upper classes have emanci- 
ted themselves from the worst 
hases of the drinking customs, and it 
is not too much to say that superior 
culture and a high standard of refine- 
ment have been among the means 
which have achieved this desirable 
state of things. Ordinary people look 
confidently to some results being ac- 
complished for the lower ranks of 
society ; but the man with the cant of 
doing good strong upon him, will wait 
for no distant and merely possible 
change in the natural manners, but 
steps to the front with his nostrum, 
and seeks to impose it upon the whole 
nation, somewhat in the fashion in 
hich an ostler thrusts a pill down the 
roat of an unwilling horse. 

Again, there is the 
with its acknowledged difficulties ; 
the old Puritan desire on the one 
side for 4 rigid observance of the Sab- 
bath, and the modern desire to make 
Sunday a day of innocent recreation. 
On the side of the good people there 
is no appearance of any sympathy 
with the admitted wants and neces- 
sities of an artificial civilization; no 
pity for the panting millions in a great 
city, who have only the Sunday in 
which to obtain some whiffs of fresh 
air. The Puritan ideal is declared to 
be the only possible Christian Sabbath, 
and it is assumed to be impossible to 
reconcile the desire for a Sunday ex- 
cursion, or fer an open museum an 
picture-gallery, with any regard for 
the blessed message which is proclaim- 
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| ed to the world on the sacred day. The 


aid of the Parliament is again invoked 
to make the people religions, as it is 
invoked by the social reformers to make 
them moral and provident, and an 
obsolete Act is rescued from deserved 
oblivion by certain sternly practical 
people, who have set the law in motion 
against the most helpless section of 
society. Now, we do not for a moment 
question the motives of the men who 


are ‘‘doing good” in this singular 


fashion. They are no doubt actuated 
by the purest motives, and have no 
thought of any 32 for them- 
selves. We acquit the few ministers 
of religion, who are the life and soul 
of the Sunday Rest Association, of a 
desire to drive the people into the 
churches against their will, and wil- 
lingly assume that the object aimed at 
is really the utilitarian one of securing © 
rest for all classes of society one day in 
seven. We however deny that coer- 
cion of any kind will achieve this 
laudable end, and we maintain that 
the efforts of the good people” who 
have made themselves so conspicuous 
of late, will probably end in maki

—The following account of a most atrocious murder at Botntiful last evening, 
was handed in this morning—‘ Bountiful, Oct. 5, 1874.—ditor of Deseret 
News: — Last evening, at 7 o’clock, Mrs. Adams, wife of brother John Adams, 
of this place, was shot dead while sitting by the table, reading the Book of 
Doctrine and Covenants. The weapon used must have been a shot gun, loaded 
with slugs, or cut up lead. One piece tore away a portion of her chin, three. 
penetrated. her right breast and one struck her left arm. It must have been a 
premeditated act, for brother Adams does not live near any traveled road where 
a ruffian might be traveling along, shooting at random. Mrs. Adams wasa good, 
faithful, inoffensive woman. Only a few days ago she said she did not know as 
she had an enemy in the world. She has been a resident of this place over 15 
years.

Mr. Holdaway 
was alone, at the time of the accident, and with difficulty he managed to go 
about one mile where assistance was rendered him by his son, who brought him 
to this city on last Saturday evening. Dr. D. C. Roberts dressed the wound 
and we hope he will soon recover. This is the second or third accident of the 
kind which has occurred in this vicinity, and we hope that those who set guns 
or traps for bears, or other animals, will be careful in the future. |
